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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

After a review of applicant's remarks filed on September 18, 2006, the examiner 
of record acknowledges the amendment to the claims on pages 2-8. Accordingly, claims 
9, 10, 19 and 20 have been cancelled, and claims 26 and 27 are newly added. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-27 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-8, 11-18, 21-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The phrase " calculating a first phase 
of one of the images based on a plurality of points of a respiratory cycle of a motion of 
the object " is considered to be new matter. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
. action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claims 1, 6, 7, 11, 16, 17, 21, 22^ 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Okerlund et al. (US 6,526,117).

With respect to claims 1, 6 and 7, Okerlund et al. teaches all the structures as set 
forth below. The method for retrospective internal gating, comprising: scanning a patient 
to obtain projection data; generating images from the projection data; generating a 
signal representing information regarding a physiological cycle of an object within the 
patient; specifying at least one target phase based on which the images can be sorted; 
and sorting the images based on the target phase within a cycle of motion of the object 
to generate at least one series of images, validating the motion of the object by 
checking at least one of: whether each cycle of the motion of the object is within a 
percentage of an average cycle of the motion of the object; and whether an amplitude of 
each cycle of the motion of the object is within a percentage of an average amplitude of 
the motion of the object, calculating phases of the images, would be inherently met by 
the disclosure.

Prior Art 



With respect to claims 11, 16, 17, 21, 22, and 24, Okerlund et al. discloses a CT 
system for imaging a moving object within a patient (see abstract), the system 
comprising: a scanner configured to acquire projection data of the patient; an image 
reconstructor (68) configured to generate images corresponding to the projection data; 
and a controller (52) configured to receive a signal representing information regarding a 
motion of the object; enable a user (65) to specify at least one target phase (col. 1 1 , 
lines 45-60); and sort the images (see Figures 2 and 4) based on the target phase 
within a cycle of the motion of the object to generate at least one series of images (see 
abstract) , the controller is further configured to validate the motion of the object by 
checking at least one of: whether each cycle of the motion of the object is within a 
percentage of an average cycle of the motion of the object (coL 3, lines 49-61), and 
whether an amplitude of each cycle of the motion of the object is within a percentage of 
an average amplitude of the motion of the object (col. 3, lines 49-61), and computes 
phases of the images (col. 10, lines 31-47), a computer-readable medium (60, 66) 
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encoded with a program configured to instruct the system with the steps mentioned 
above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-5, 8, 12-15, 18, 23, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Okerlund et al. in view of Kaufman et al. (US 7,006,862), in 
further view of Heuscher et al. (US 2003/0007593) 

In reference to claims 2-4, 12-14, 23, and 25, Okerlund et al. teaches all the 
limitations of the claimed subject matter except for mentioning specifically the steps of 
selecting a series of images from the at least one series of images, the selected series 
of images displaying a least amount of tissue motion and selecting one image in each 
group, the image having a phase that lies within a target phase and a phase tolerance. 

Concerning claims 5, 8, 15, and 18, Okerlund et al., does not disclose that each 
series of images, determining a start scan time, a mid scan time, and an end scan time 
for each of the images; determining a mid scan sample point for each of the images; 
determining, for each of the images, additional sample points symmetrically located 
around the mid scan sample point; and computing a phase of each of the images by 
performing one of: averaging phases of the mid scan sample point and of at least one of 
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the additional sample points; and averaging phases of at least one of the additional 
sample points. 

However, the steps of selecting a series of images from the at least one series of 
images, the selected series of images displaying a least amount of tissue motion and 
selecting one image in each group, the image having a phase that lies within a target 
phase and a phase tolerance, and is near to a middle of an acquisition period of a scan 
of the patient, determining a start scan time, a mid scan time, and an end scan time for 
each of the images; determining a mid scan sample point for each of the images; 
determining, for each of the images, additional sample points symmetrically located 
around the mid scan sample point; and computing a phase of each of the images by 
performing one of: averaging phases of the mid scan sample point and of at least one of 
the additional sample points; and averaging phases of at least one of the additional 
sample points are conventional in the art by the teachings of Kaufman et al. and 
Heuscher et al. 

The Kaufman et al. patent teaches the steps of selecting a series of images from 
the at least one series of images, the selected series of images displaying a least 
amount of tissue motion and selecting one image in each group, the image having a 
phase that lies within a target phase and a phase tolerance (see Figure 17). 

Moreover, the Heuscher et al. patent teaches the steps of that each series of 
images, determining a start scan time, a mid scan time, and an end scan time for each 
of the images; determining a mid scan sample point for each of the images; 
determining, for each of the images, additional sample points symmetrically located 
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around the mid scan sample point; and computing a phase of each of the images by 
performing one of: averaging phases of the mid scan sample point and of at least one of 
the additional sample points; and averaging phases of at least one of the additional 
sample points in Figures 2 and 4. 

Based on the above observations, for a person of ordinary skill in the art 
modifying the method disclosed by Okerlund et al., with the above discussed 
enhancements would have been considered obvious because such modifications would 
have a great effect upon image quality by improving spatial resolution of images of 
moving anatomy.
